HE evening party as a form of enter- 

tainment is now ély out of date. 

It was very popular all through the 

last century, and continued so up to 1900, 
when Bridge dealt it a death blow. 

In the early part of the last century the 
evening party was a tame affair, consisting 
of round games and ‘‘a little music,” but 
the ‘eighties and ‘nineties improved upon this, 
extended its scope apd poder ye it much livelier. 
For one thing the games fell into dis- 
favour, charades fe took their place, and 
later on tableaux vivant had a great vogue.. 
Famous pictures or historical scenes 
were selected, and the performers were 
dressed, made up and grouped exactly to cor- 
respond with the pictuge or scene decided 


upon. 

Sometimes songs were illustrated—F. E. 
Weatherly’s “ The Maids Lee” always 
was a success—or fairy, tales were done. 
““The Sleeping Beauty "was a favourite; if 
a girl could be found with hair long enough 
and golden pi for the part of the 
heroine. The performers) had a pretty try ying 
time of it, as they were obliged to be abso- 
lutely still, the movement of an eyelash spoilt 
the whole illusion of the; picture. 

Rarely di” an evening party pass over with. 
out some music. There was bound to be a 
young man present with'a bass voice and a 
taste for songs of the style of “ The 
Trumpeter.” He never | brought an accom- 
panist, so one had to be requisitioned from 
the assembled company. However, there was 
generally a girl available whose friends 
promptly put her forward, declaring that 
‘* Maud reads music at sight splendidly.”” So 
the young man and Maud started off; he led 
from the Fahan, keeping a bar ahead, but 
Maud pulled level towards the end, and they 
made a good finish, amidst hearty applause. 
Then, perhaps, a gir] would sing or play, or 
another young man might give a “humorous 
song. 

Supper marked the next stage in the pro- 
ceedings, and afterwards ithe daughter of the 
house was sure to sidle up to Father and 
whisper, coaxingly—‘t Cannot we have just a 
couple of dances to wind up.”

WATERFORD GLASS. 
BY IVAN ADAIR, 
F “preps SIASTIC collectors of glass are 


prepared to pay fabulous prices for 
specimens of “' Waterford glass,” but, 
as a matter of fact, genuine Waterford glass 
is so rare as to be almost non-existent, and 
the name is used in connection with what 
remains of one of Ireland's most important 
industries. 
Nor was Wa 
giass factory. 
neighbourhood of 


viord the site of the first 
This was eérected in the 

Athlone. Other factories 
sprung up all over the country, principally 
in Ulster, and entirely in rural districts 
owing to facilities for obtaining wood for fuel. 

In the-year 1641 the British Parliament 
passed an Act forbidding the felling of trees 
to make wood fires for the manufacture of 
glass, and this necessitated the moving of 
factories nearer towns. 

To Captain Philip Roche, an officer in the 
Army of King James the Second, Dublin 
owed her first glass factory. Its nucleus was 
a small industry, which attracted 
the attention of Captain Roche, 
who had studied the making ' oí 

lass on the Continent, He was 
instrumental in founding a large factory in 

Mary’s lane, Dublin, in the year 1676. Ware- 
houses for the sale of glass soon sprang up 
all over the city. 

The industry flourished; and spread with 
great rapdity. In the year 1771 Belfast took 
up the idea, and ten years later Cork fol- 
lowed suit. The latter city soon developed 
a fine export trade, and many cases of glass 
ware were shipped to Spain, America, and 
the West Indies. 

, Possibly, however,*the most beautiful cut 
glass was manufactured at Newry, and there 
is little doubt of the faet that most, if not 
indeed all, of the so-called Waterford glass 
which can be purchased ta-day was mel in 
this small Northern town. 

Londonderry and Ballycastle devoted them- 
selves to the making of bothles| and the years 
ae! to 1820 saw the glass industry at its 

eight. 

‘hen, unhappily, the tide began to turn. 
The hammer-head of Enghis competition, and 
the vice-like fingers of tion combined to 
press the industry out of existence. First one 
factory and then another closed down. A 
heavy duty was imposed upon glass of ever 
kind imported from Ireland; . . . with 
the inevitable result, the glass industry 
became a thing of the past.

‘The soundness of this 
view remains to be proved. On other grounds 
a be oí American shares seems rather 
risky, having regard to the violent price 
fluctuations which were experienced when 
there was a real market for the securities in 
London. Undoubtedly in the past a good 
many English investors lost large sums in 
this market, and it is scarcely likely that 
they will risk a repetition of this on a large 
acale. Even the prior charge issues are not 
particularly attractive from the standpoint of 
yield, for they give little-more than the best 
debentures of Enylish railway companies, and 
the difference is certainly not sufficient to 
justify imyestors taking the risk of ex- 
periencing severe fluctuations in prices.

PALM OIL A FEATURE, 


From Our ComMerctAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

Business has been fairly active for most 
descriptions of tropical] produce during the 
week, with prices on the whole steady and 
unchanged. Home. consumers have shown 
active interest in the palm oil section, while 
the Northern Continent has been more. press- 
ing than for some time past, showing keen- 
ness for near at hand material. America, on 
the other hand, has limited herself to in- 
quiries. Lagos and soft regulars spot still 
command a smal] premium compared with oil 
to arrive ranging from 2s. 6d. to 3s. 9d. per 
ton, vr aile in medium and hards May-June 
and June-July can be obtained at fully 7s. 6d. 
below spot prices. For soft oils and Came- 
roons afloat £357 7s. 6d. has been accepted, 
while business has also been recorded in Lagos 
afloat at a like figure with £37 5s. paid for 
May-June arrival of softs. The sales recorded 
during the week totalled some | 2,500 tons, 
with quotations as follows :—Lagps spot £37 
10s. 6d. to £37 15s., Sherbro’ £37 15s. to

Supplies of fancy 
Canadian are now limited. The egg market 
has only been moderately active; the stronger 
tone noted at the beginging of the week was 
not maintained, and, if anything, prices were 
inclined to be easier. 

There was a marked improvement in trade 
at Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday last. 
The number of fat cattle and sheep on offer 
from Ireland was almost negligible, though 
cows from that country formed the bulk of 
the supply of those suitable for dairy pur- 
poses.

OTHER PURPOSES. 

Many, other important purposes are served 
by census figures. For example, they show 
the housing conditions in which the people 
live, and the. relasive extent to which over- 
crowding is present iw different localities. 
They also serve as a measure by which the 
demand for public utility services can 
estimated, such as gas, water, electricity and 
transport. facilities, as a mpeasure by which the 
average cOnsumption per head of commodities, 
produce, ete... can be reckoned, as a measure 
of the. sepia! and indasstria) condition of 
different areas,.and many other purposes. 

In the second place, a periodical examina. 
tion of the -eondition of -the people is neces 
sary as the basis ef all measures for improve 
meilt, and. reform. ‘The habits. customs and 
conditions of the peeplé are always slowly 
changing, and in this connection they could 
not lose sight of the great changes which 
had resulted from the war. The direction 
and. extent of these changes vould only be 
found by a commatison-of the result of one 
census with another, and without a know. 
ledge of tliem there wap a. risk that efforts 
for the. bettermes.t of social conditions may 
be misdirected. 

The particulars to) be obtained from this 
census would not, of course, in themselves 
he sufficient for the consideration of the 
various matters which he mentioned, but they 
supplied the indispensable basis for the in 
terpretation of the whole range of statistics 
relating: to Northern Ireland.

MOST. REV. DR. J. T. MURPHY. 

A telegram from Mauritius, dated Satur- 
day, announces the death of the Most Rey. 
Dr. John Twohill Murphy, C.S.Sp., Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Pert Louis. Dr. Murphy 
was born, in 1854, at Knocknagoshel, Castle- 
island, County Kerry. He was educated at 
Blackrock College and at the Catholic Um: 
versity, Dublin, where he won a gold medal 
for Greek verse. Having worked for 15 
years in. the Roman Catholic College at Pitts 
burg, he returned to Ireland in 1899 as 
President of Blackrock College. In 1906 he 
was appointed Provincial of his Order in the 
United States of America, and ten years 
later he beeame Bishop of Port Louis, 
Mauritius. He was consecrated at the Pro- 
Cathedral, Dublin, on the 13th of August 
1916. The Most Rev. Dr» Murphy's health 
had been failing during the past year or só, 
and within the past few months Dr. James 
Leen, C.S.Sp., had been appointed Coadjuio- 
Bishop of his diocese.

THE DISCOVERY. 

While dressing for dinner, after her 
return from the races, at about eight 
o'clock, Lady Helen McCalmont sent her 
maid to get her some items of jewellery 
from the safe. When the maid opened the 
safe she found itempty. Major McCalmont 
informed the Civic Guard, who arrived at 
the house at 10.50 p.m. The police at all 
the ports were also informed to keep a 
look-out for any suspicious characters 
leaving by the mail boats. Scotland Yard 
was also told of the robbery. 3 

It is now believed that the robbery was 
the work of an international] gang of clever 
thieves, who were well aware of the habits 
of the occupants of the house. 


HOUSE AND GROUNDS SEARCHED. 

To eliminate the possibility ‘of the 
stolen jewels being hidden on the premises 
or grounds, a squad of. forty. Civic Guards 
and detectives from Kilkenny, under the 
direction of Chief Superintendent Murphy, 
and at the request of Major and Lady 
McCalmont, conducted a search of the 
house and surrounding grounds yesterday. 
The house was subjected to an intensive 
toom-to-room search lasting for several 
hours, but without result. It is under- 
mood that finger prints were taken from 
both the box, which contained the key, 
and the safe, but owing to the number of 
‘umes that. both were handled it is not 
thought that this precaution will be of 

any use. 

The extraordinary part of the affair 
1S that, outside those already mentioned 
and whose identi have been cleared up, 
ho strangers were seen in the neighbour- 
hood of the house during Thursday even- 
ing. The servants certainly noticed 
nobody around the house or grounds in 
the absence of their master and mistress 
at the races. 

If, as the Civic Guard assume, the 
robbery was effected between four and six 
o'clock in the evening, which is most likely, 
it would have given the thieves nearly four 
hours in which to get across country in a 
powerful car to either Kingstown or Ross- 
lare and to cross to England by the night 
mail boat. ‘As this is probably what 
happened, not much hope can be enter- 
tained of the recovery of the missing 
Jewels,

From Our Lonpon CoRRESPONDENT, 
President Cosgrave has lost no time in 
taking official cognisance of the recent 
appeal made fo him by Mr. E Page 
Gaston, F.R.G.S., of London, to) rescue 
the ruined home of Oliver Goldsmith at 
Lissoy, C#"Westmeath, from its present 
degraded use as a cattle shed. 
Mr. Gaston, as an American of Irish 
ancestry, was astonished at finding, during 
a recent visit to the Goldsmith country, 
that the famous eighteenth century rectory, 
the poet’s boyhood home and the reputed 
scene of “The Deserted Vfllage,” is in 
danger of further collapse, and he 


addressed a vigorous protest io the 
President. 
“I have returned from Dublin," says 


Mr, Gaston, “where repeated interviews 
were had with Mr. Cosgrave and other 
officials, who expressed appreciation at the 
suggestions made. . By invitation of the 
President I paid another visit to West- 
meath with a Government inspector, who 
made an extended survey of the dilapidated 
structure, and has since prepared a 
report.”’ 

POSSIBLE LEGISLATION. 
If effective action were to be taken, it 
is possible that special legislation would 
be necessary; but the Free State Govern- 
ment seems to be fully alive to the added 
fraternal link which would be thus forged 
with visitors from America and other 
countries through the undying fame of 
Ireland’s most widely beloved son. The 
Government seems inclined to give favour- 
able consideration to the preservation of 
the now ruined and abandoned medizval 
church at Kilkenny West, where ministered 
Goldsmith's father as the original of the 
lovable country preacher in his son's 
‘famous poem, “The Deserted Village.” 
Some Goldsmiths are buried in the 
dilapidated churchyard. 
By the way, the gnarled old apple tree 
at bissoy, from which it is said that Oliver 
Goldsmith ate the fruit, is still in bear- 
ing. This must be one of the oldest apple 
trees in Ireland.

FALL IN DEPOSITS IN THE 
IRISH BANKS. 


Commenting on, the publication of the dia- 
grams and notes by “ Artifex’’ in last 
Wednesday's /rish Times, the Dublin Corre- 
spondent of the Synday Times s@s :— 

‘The Irish Times has recently. published 
an interesting comparison of the trade returns 
for the Free State and Northern Ireland. They 
show’ that our exports per ‘head of 
are only about one-third in value, those of our 
neighbours being £15 10s. against £51. This 
is largely accounted for by the linen and ship- 
building trades, of which we have no counter-

‘There is a large element. of guesswork jn 
such calculations. but, taken along with the 
fact that bank deposits fell twelve millions 
last year, and that there was a corresponding 
fall in the sterling holdings of the hanks, it 
is at least arguable that we have an actual 
adverse balance which is being met by the ex- 
port. of capital. The only cure for this evil, 
if it exists, is greater frugality, harder work 
and more production, The best contribution 
towards recovery that the State can make 
is to reduce expenditure and taxation to the 
lowest possible point and. give security for 
life and property.’’

GROWERS SURPRISE. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


ONTRARY to the. general .expectation, 
the Free State Minister of Finance 
has rejected as ‘‘ entirely unacceptable ”' 
the unanimous recommendations of the 
Dail Special Committee on Home-Grown 
Tobacco Duties. yf ) 
The’ Committée, which was representa- 
tive of all parties in the House, recom- 
inended ,that.the duty on Irish tobasco be 
reduced from 6s. 8d. (or five-sixths Fá the 
full Excise duty) to 5s. (or five-eighths) as 
compated with 8s. 2d. Customs duty pay- 
able on foreign leaf. The Anuas 
decision, [ understand, has been. communi- 
cated to the Irish Tebacco.

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GROWERS’ OPINION. 

[t was the confident anticipation ct all that 
jrovision would immediately have been made 
by Mr. Blythe for the adoption of the Com- 
inittee’s recommendation in this year's 
Budget; and tobatco growets had begun to 
make their usual arrangements in regard to 
their next crop. In. view of the completely 
unexpected turn whieh events have now 
taken, it will-occasion ‘no surprise’ if the num- 
ber of growers this year is reduced by half. 
~The opinion of the leaders of the Irish 
industript revival movement is that the 
Minister's decision is the death-knell of the 
tobacco growing. industry, and allusion 4s 
hitterly made to the fact that, while under 
the British administration the country had 
over two hundred tobacco growers, that num- 
ber has fallen under a native Government to 
twenty-five last year and to eleven this year. 
Mr. Blythe's decision is. thought to be the 
more curious because of the different shades 
{ opinion which were represented on the 
pecial Committee, and it is pointed out 
that while some of the members were at 
the outset of the Committee’s deliberations 
antagonistic to, or at least were not sym- 
pathetic with, the idea of any relief for the 
industry, they were eventually convinced by 
the evidence submitted that such relief was 
necessary if the industry were not to perish, 
and thus not a single member dissented from 
the recommendation of a reduction of 1s, 8d. 


THE COMMITTEE. 

The Committee was composed of the fol- 
lowing members of the Dail: Mr Osmond 
Esmonde (Chairman); Mr. P. anti rnd 
Mr. M. Doyle, of the Farmers’, Party; 
Messrs: P. J. Egan, William Sears, “and R. 
Beamish, of the Government Party; Mr. J. 
J, Cole, Independent, and Mr, E. Doyle, 
Labour. 

Appointed by the Minister of Finance on 
10th February, the Committee was given the 
following terms of referegce:—‘' To consider 
whether it is desirable to™grant any further 
remission of Excise duty to growers of 
tobacco in the Saorstat, having regard, 
amongst. other things, to the relative .im- 
portance of. the industry, the amount and 
nature of employment given by it, any 
probable development in the demand for 
tobacco grown and’ manufactured in the 
Saorstat, and the effect upon the revenue of 
any alteration in the existing duty.” 

In announcing those terms cf reference, the 
Minister pointed out that he believed that 
there was no future before the industry, ‘‘ if 
industry it could be called,’ and added that 
the people who carried on the growth of 
tobacco were, perhaps, ‘‘even more expert in 
propaganda than in growing tobacco,’ with 
the result that, while officially it was not 
believed that there was any future before the 
i y. a great number of people outside 
official circles believed that the contrary was 
true. 


PREFERENCE ALREADY EXISTING. 
Pressed by the leader of the Labour Party 
on the same occasion to indicate what re- 
mission of duty the Exchequer could afford, 
Mr. Blythe replied: ‘‘Any sum that the 
Dail might wish to spend on the luxury could, 
I presume, be afforded; it could be raised in 
some other way. In view of the fact that a 
preference already exists, that there is a 
certain charge to the Exchequer and a certain 
charge on the general taxpayer, and that 
there is a certain loss of revenue which has 
to be made up. otherwise, I would like the 
Committee to consider whether it is worth 
losing as much as we are losing for the em- 
ployment that is given at present, and whether 
1t would be worth losing more for the sake of 
any additional employment that might be 
given.” 


NO REASONS. 

In his communication to the Tobacco 
Growers’ Association no reason is given by 
Mr. Blythe for his rejection of the Special 
Committee’s recommendations,. and in the 
cifcumstances. members of the Committee 
whom 1 approached during the week-end were 
not disposed to discuss the matter. 6 


BURNED TREASURY 
NOTES. 


POLICEMEN'S DISCOVERY 
MISSING MONEY, 
A Bradford telegram  says:—It is under- 
stood that Haálifax police have made an im- 
portant discovery in connection with the dis- 
appearance on February 2nd of a mailbag 
despatched from Bradford, in which there 
were £2,000 in Treasury notes sent from the 
Bradford branch of the Union Bank of Man- 
chester to the head office at Manchester. 
The police, it is stated; found £800 of the 
missing money in a dwellinghouse, and also

in notes were burned in a “bundle shortly 
before their arrival at a house where they 
had gone on another matter. 

It will be recalled that the mailbag was 
stolen from a train while it was in transit 
between Bradford and Manchester. 

A Halifax telegram states that it was in a 
house. at Sowerby Bridge where the £800 in 
notes was discovered. Other notes to the 
value of £150 were burned at a house’ in 
Halifax.

When discussing the matter, with an 
Trish Times veptesentative on Jas; Saturday,

THE. LAST EXHIBITION.. 

The last exhibition in Dublin was held i» 
1907. It was opened by the then Lord 
Lieutenant, Lord Aberdeen, on the 4th May 
of that year. On July 10th the late King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra, accompanied 
by the Prince of Wales (gow King George) 
arrived in Kingstown and . drove to the 
exhibition, where they visited the different 
sections. That exhibition was visited by two 
and three-quarter millions of people. Exhibits 
came from a great many countries, including 
the different Dominions. Where the. Pergola 
now stands in Herbert Park was the site of 
an Arts Pavilion, in whieh ‘a very fine 
collection of international arts was displayed. 
Also there was a very. spacious Machinery 
and Engineering Hall, a principal attraction 
in which was a locomotive’ made hy the then 
Great Southern and Western. Railway Com- 
pany. The late .Mr. Barton MeGuckin eon- 
ducted the Festival Choir at the opening 
and closing ceremonies, while Mr. Brendan 
Rogers, who is stil] at.-Marlborough street 
Cathedral, was the official organist. This 
exhibition was held on the site of Herbert 
Park, which was aespente Ste to the 
Pembroke Township by Lord Pembroke, the 
lake there being used in connection with the 
water-chute. The Marquis of Ormonde was 
the President of the Exhibition; and one. of 
the most. active and energetic promoters was 
the late Mr. W. Martin Murphy. ‘Though the 
season was a very inclement one, the Exhibi- 
tion attracted hordes, of visitors to the city, 
when Irish itidustries were then brought to 
the notice of thousands of strangers, and as 
a result received a much needed stimulus to

In 1872 the Dublin Exhibition of Arts, In- 
dustries and Manufactures was opened on 
June ist. It was organised by the late 
Sir’ Arthur E. Guinness and his brother, 
Cecil, There was an attendance of 420,000, 
the average attendance being 2,700 a day. 
't was retained for another year, owing to the 
success which attended it, and the stimulant 
that it gave the existing mdustries was 
proved in succeeding years.

ANOTHER FATAL FLYING 
ACCIDENT. 


SPANIARD'S. ADVENTURE 
IN THE DESERT,

Official. news from . Palestine, received in 
London on Saturday last, states that 
Squadron-Leader H. A. Tweedie, A.F.C., and 
Flight-Lieutenant S. H. Wallace, M.C., both 
of the 14th Squadron, Army of Occupation, 
Amman, Palestine, were killed in an accident 
on Saturday morning, when flying a de 
Havilland 9 aeroplane belonging to the No. 14 
(Army Co-Operation) Squadron. 

Squadron-Leader Tweedie, son of Mrs. 
Alice Tweedie, the novelist, was in command 
of No. 2 Armoured Car Company at Sarafan, 
Palestine. He had a distinguished career as 
a flying officer. In 1919, in a “Camel” scout 
aeroplane, he flew from Amboka to Simla, 
making the first recorded flight across the 
Himalayas. Flight-Lieutenant Wallace was 
gttached to the Royal Air Force, Transjorcan 
(Palestine) Command. 

This is the third fatal flying accident re- 
ported within eight daps, five officers and 
men being killed at Henlow (Bedfordshire), 
and two others in Iraq.. No fewer than 22 
deaths/ through flying accidents have been 
yeportéd in the past two and a half months. 


LOST SPANISH AIRMEN FOUND. 
CAIRO, Saturday. 

A wireless message from Amman (Pales- 
tine) ammounces that Captain Estevez, the 
Spanish airman, who was flying to the Far 
East, and was.lost last week between Cairo 
and Bagdad, has been found, together with 
his mechanic. Flying Officer Coghill, of the 
47th Squadron, found Captain Estevez forty 
miles from his machine. His feet were 
blistered and slightl septic, but otherwise 
his condition was fair. He was conveyed 
by aeroplane to the nearest medical station. 
His mechanic was found twenty-five ‘miles 
distant from the place where Captain Estevez 
was found. It is still a mystery how the 
airmen subsisted.—- (Reuter. ) ; 
” Sunday. 

The mechanic of Captain Estevez was taken 
to Amman this morning by aeroplane for 
medical treatment. Captain Estevez himself, 
who is also in Amman Hospital, is going on 
so well that he has already expressed a desire 
to continue his flight. It appears that he 
was forced to land owing to lack of petrol, 
after ineffectual endeavours for some hours 
to strike the Bagdad track. 


Eight British machines searched unceasingly 
for Captain Estevez and his mechanic for | 
four days, until success at last rewarded : 
their efforts. i i 

Beíore leaving Caire the Spanish airmen ! 
were warned by the Royal AA Force authori- | 
ties to take three days’ supplies of food | 
and water, «nd it could only have been owing 
to this precautionary measure that Captain 
Estevez and his companion were able to keep 
alive for six days in a barren country. 
As it was, they were reseued only in 
the -nick of time. - Their trials were very 
much aggravated by a sand storm, which 
raged for two days, and all hope had been 
abandoned when their rescuers dropped, as 
it were, out of the skies. 

The King of Spain has telegraphed to the 
toyal Air Force his gracious appreciation 
of their admirable work, leading to such 
happy - results, His Majesty also greatly 
deplored the loss of the two courageous 
British airmen whose deaths were reported 
yesterday, and who were at first thought to 
have been killed while searching for the miss- 
ing Spaniards. It is now learned, however, 
that the machine which crashed yesterday 
was not engaged on rescue work, but was 
doing ordinary duty.— (Reuter. ) 

Captain Estevez was the leader of the 
Spanish airmen who were flying from Madrid 
to the Philippines. He made a forced land- 
ing 100 miles from. Amman. There his 
machine was found, and wrth it was a note 
stating that he and his mechanic were mak- 
1 Cá way to town on foot. 

e Spanish Minister for Foreign Afiairs, 
says an Exchange mes from’ Madrid, has 
telegraphed to the British Government ex- 
pressing the thanks of his Government for the 
efforts made by British airmen in their search 
for Captain Estevez and his companion, and 
its condolence with the British Government 
in connection with the deaths of the two 
British airmen. A message transmitted from 
London by wireless telegraphy was the first 
news received in Madrid concerning the 
Spanish airman’s reappearance. It was im- 
mediately placarded in the Aero Club and 
published in the newspapers, causing much 
public rejoicing. The news was telegraphed 
to all provincial aufhorities. 


SAVING ‘A FAMOUS 
STREET. 


FUTURE OF GREAT SHOPPING 
CENTRE. 

One end of Sauchiehall street having been 
declared “* murdered,’’ to save the other (east) 
end from “' suicide,’ is the object of a cam- 
paign which has just opened in Glasgow to 
boom the principal shopping centre of that 
city,. 

Since huge suburbs sprang up in Annies- 
land and. Knightside, taking the population 
away from the centre of the city, it is stated, 
the women have not been coming into town 
as frequently as usual, and Great Western 
road, which is half-way, has been receiving 
patronage usually bestowed on Sauchiehal! 
street, 

The man behind the scheme to “ boost” 
the famous street is Mr, Donald Howat, a 
London Scot. He has brought about the 
formation of the Sauchiehall Street Shop- 
ke@pers’. Association. — 

** Previously - those shopkeepers,’ Mr. 
Howat declares, “‘have been playing at ‘ cut 
throat.’ with one another. Now a new spirit 
has been made manifest. They realise that in 
killing one another they will ultimately kil! 
the street, and the old order has given way to 
one of co-operation. Several thousands of 
pounds have been ear-marked for newspaper 
advertisi all over Scotland, while other 
‘stunts’ include films of the street, which 
will be supplied free to kinema houses.’’ 

It is proposed to have tea rooms and 
restaurants in every establishment, and two 
companies have been formed for the erection 
in Sauchiehall street of two huge dance halls.

was held in St, Patrick's Cathedral, and the 
Cardinal presided. | 

Replying to the address, His Eminence 
said that the Society was an agent to disperse 
the charity of Christ and a school to 
Christian virtue. Commenting on the work 
cf the Society, he remarked that “ for every- 
one who could work it was better to live by 
work than by any subsidy cr charity.” 

An address on bebalf of the Catholic 
Truth Society of Ireland was also pre- 
sented to the Cardinal. 


THE FIRST ADDRESS. 

A brief survey of. the 8t. Vincent de Paul 
Society's origin, aims, and work having.been 
read by the President, the presentatiGn of 
the address to the Cardinal took place. The 
address was in English and Irish, and it 
stated — —' " 

“The ancient metropolitan See of Armagh 
is rich jn its direct associations with St. 
Patrick himself, with St. Malachy, with the 
martyred Oliver Plunkett, and with the lon 
roll of venerated Primates wh Eirí 
them down to the time of your pevered and 
saintly predecessor, Cardinal Lotie. Certain 
as we are that your Eminente is fit and 
worthy to follow in the footsteps of those 
truly great and holy men, we cordialy appre- 
ciate the honour done to our Society by your 
Hminence’s gracious recéption of its repre- 
sentatives hare to-day. 

“Though we are cons¢ious.of many imper- 
fections and shortcomings in“our administra- 
tion and work, we nevertheless appeal with 
confidence to yaar Eminence for. continuance 
of your invaluable support aiid approval, and 
we earnestly seek ‘your prayers and your 
blessing for our beloved Socie*y, for all its 
works, for the poor whom it visits, and for 
all its members, “” 

The address was signed on behalf of the 
Council of Ireland bv the President, the 
Spiritual Director, and the Honorary Secre- 
tary. 


CARDINAL'S REPLY. 

In reply, the Cardinal said that the Society 
of St. Vincent de Paul was an agent to dis- 
pense the charity of Christ and a school to 
teach Christian virtue. If ane had money, it 
was good to write a qaeque in tavour of the 


poor, though the sacrifice might be almost as’ 


Slight as the mechanical effort. To”provide 
food and clothing and shelter for the needy 
was pleasing in the sight of God and His angels. 
But to visit the poor in their homes or on 
their bed of sickness, and feel their privations 
as if they were one’s own, was a far higher 
service. 

The work of spiritual rescue done by the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society is not the least 
of its charities, the Cardinal continued. On 
the contrary, the spiritual works of mercy 
come first with von. No wonder the Society 
has the blessing of the Synod of Maynooth 
and of so many Popes and prelates upon it. 
May it prosper all the more from holding: its 
meeting in this ancient city, where St. Patrick 
left faith and charity so intimately combined. 

Referring to the report, which he described 
as an inspiring document, the Cardinal said 
that he understood that no member of the 
society ever received pecuniary remuneration 
for work done injits service. 

‘That is the way,” he said, “ to use our 
capacity, our talents and attainments, in the 
service of the members of Christ.” 

It might not be one of their greater works, 
but a labour yard had special significance. It 
was not merely for the employment that it 
provided, but because, for everyone who could 
work, it was better to live by wafk than by 
atiy subsidy or charity. 

“The development in recent years,” his 
Eminence added, “‘ that holds the highest 
promise is the formation of school con- 
ferences. There is one way to sure success, 
and that way is to organise the young. I am 
glad, therefore, that ‘you have the motto 
‘Organise the young’ inscribed on your 
banner.” 


The meeting concluded with the usual 
prayers of the Sotiety, after which His 


Eminence gave Benediction of the Most Blessed 
Sacrament to a very large congregation, 


\ CATHOLIC TRUTH SOCi ITY. 


At a meeting of the Catholic Truth Society, 
which ‘was subsequently held in the Synxl 
Hall, an address in Irish (Donegal dialect) 
and in English, in the form of a richly-illus- 
trated scroll. was presented to the Cardinal 
by Mr. F. O'Reilly, Executive Secretary of 
the Society. 

The address spoke of the obediexce and 
affectionate loyalty to His Eminence, the 
Archbishops and Bishops of Ireland which 
Irish Catholics rejoiced to confess, and re- 
ferred to the late Cardinal Logue, ‘whose 
paternal solicitude had guided. the infant 
footsteps of the Society. It continued— 

‘“* Conscious of the magnitude of the task 
before us, and oppressed with a sense of the 
feebleness of the resources, both in men and 
in matrial, with which wé endeavour to ac- 
complish it, we come to beg Your Eminence’s 
blessing and a continuance of your helpful 
assistance, to enable us to stem the baneful 
torrent of impure and irreligious literature 
(which threatens to engulf us), to supply a 
healthy antidote to the poisonous outpourings 
of a pagan Press, and so to do our part in 
establishing the Reign of Christ, Our Social 
King.” 

The address was signed by the Most Rev. 
Dr. Harty, President; the Rev. George W. 
Turlev. C.C., Honorary Secretary, and Mr. 
F. O’Reilly, Executive Secretary. 


THE DAYS OF OLD IN ARMAGH. 

In reply, His Eminence said that the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society stood for God's 
mercy, and the Catholic Truth Society for 
His truth, though the two were happily 
combined. 


“ They went together here in Armagh, he 


continued, ‘‘from the days of St. Patrick, for 
the sick and the poor were not forgotten.in 
the city which he made a famaus seat of edu- 
cation. But the Catholic Truth Society may 
well find themselves very specially at home 
in Armagh because of the great school which 
the apostle founded here to teach the truth of 
Christ. The names 
flocked to that school still survive in the 
names of the streets of modern Armagh. 
The ravages of the Danes oftem brought it to 
death’s door. But it held on, and it may 
well be an inspiration for Irish ‘Governments 
in dealing with learning that Roderick 
Q’Connor; the last of the Ard Righs, in difh- 
cult circumstances, did his best to provide 
some permanent endowment for the 

of Armagh. 

“Another reason that may well attach the 
Catholic Truth Society to this ancient city 
in a Special way is the fostering -care -be- 
stowed upon the Society by my immediate 
predecessor... Never was. he absent, fromthe 
October meetings except once, when he was 
out of the country. The month before he 
died he was present, and, though then feeble, 
we all felt that to stay away would be barder 
for him than to be present, 

“Not without reason has the Pope in our 
day bewailed the want of a thorough know- 
ledge of Catholic doctrine on the part of many 
Catholics who occupy public positions. With 
us the booklets of the Catholic Truth Society 
come to reinforce in form, and as 
applied in life, the religious programmes for 
primary, secondary and university education. 
Your little books are interesting and lively 
and inspiring. They convey much useful in- 
formation, much useful knowledge, in a way 
that is true to the Irish mind and to the 
spirit of faith. They are good reading for 
learned and unlearned alike, and cannot fail 
to have a salutary influence in stemming the 
tide of evil literature that, in some respects, 
is worse than an armed inyasion.”’ 

His Eminence concluded with the hope that 
the Society would flourish in their day, as 
did formerly the schools of ancient Ireland,

DEMONSTRATION, 
LONDON PROCESSION OF 
20,000 WOMEN,

Organised by the Women’s Guild of Empire, 
a great demonstration by women against 
strikes and “ lock-outs’’ in industry was held 
in London last Saturday. Nothing like it had 
been seen in the Metropolis since the days of 
the Suffrageties. . 

From all parts of the British Isles the 
women assembled on the Embankment, to the 
number of some 20,000, for their march to 
the Albert Hall, to take part in the anti- 
strike meeting, and the gathering of such an 
army led to remarkable scémes. As it was 
noticed that miners’ wives stood side by side 
with women of title, groans, boohs, and hisses 
from groups of Communists mingled with 
cheers from crowds of the Guild’s supporters, 

Women in Scottish national costume, women 
in Welsh national costume, English wdémen 
in greater number than either of thése, were 
duly marshalled into their order in the pro- 
cession. Beside the kerb stood four covered 
vans, each with a large label—** Red Section, 
England ”; “White Section, - Scotland” ; 
“Blue Section, Wales”; ‘All Sections.

MINERS’ WIVES ON HORSEBACK.

Their boat,. when reached, was partly 
waterlogged. as á. result of waves breaking 
over it, After some manceuvting, a rope was 
got to the small, craft, and it was towed to 
safety, much to the men’s relief.

THE| BURDEN OF LOCAL 
TAXATION, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Much publicity has recently been 
given to the subject of excessive local taxa‘ 
tion, and it. might be advisable to direct 
attention to its causes. For some years. past, 
since the cessation of the European War, the 
franchise on! which loca! councils are elected 
has been extended practically to manhood 
suffrage, apparently for popularity, with the 
result that |nearly all local bodies, . county, 
rural and uxban councillors. in the twenty-six 
‘counties, are drawn from the labour or small 
valuation elément. What was the result “— 
the stoppage of the contract system, the 
boosting of their friends into well-paid jobs, 
the raising of all salaries to the very highest 
pitch, the manufacture of new posts and jobs, 
the direct labour system, and the pensioning 
of other favourites in their prime on a richly 


liberal scale. All these “reforms” were 
carried out jon the strength of “the other 
fellow’s money “—to wit, ‘the long-suffering 


farmer and fatepayer, who were never asked 
whether they were able to bear the excessive 
taxation this) caused. 

Se glaring, so absolutely hopeless, so in- 
conmpetent did some of these bodies become thai 
at last the Government had to remove some of 


| them and appoint paid commissioners in their 


stead. The result of this policy was a reduc- 
tion of the rates; but it will still take years 
to bring the| result of the ruinous policy to 
that level with which the ratepayer can 
efficiently and economically cope. The ad- 
ministration |of outdoor relief, now termed 
‘home help,!’ is another crying evil, both in 
its distribution and its generosity. In the 
county from ‘which I write apparently about 
20 per cent. of its recipients are Teally 
entitled to it. Many of its recipients simply 
will not work and seem to be in receipt of it 
for vote-catching purposes. 

The counties of Leinstet appear to have 
suffered most from rabid éxtravagance, not- 
withstanding) the repeated protests from the 
Farmers’ Union and other ratepayers’ 
associations. | Huge arrears of rates and 
annuities are) outstanding; extensions of time 
for collecting) have to be resorted to in order, 
to get in the wherewithal to keep the game 
going on, [| understand that the Government: 
have taken ithe question of reduction of 
officials’ salaries under their sheltering care, 
and will not allow any reduction to be made, 
no matter how ridiculously high the salary is. 
There are men on the £1,000 to £1,500 salarv 
list whose work would be as efficiently done 
by men with £250 salary,, and these latter 
can be obtained easily, County rates in some 
cases are naw a “rent” of 10s. per acre, 
carrying from 5s. to 8s, in the £, while some 
urban rates run up as high as 81s. in theo. 

It is high time that our legislators took the 
matter firmly in both hands and originated 
an amending |Act to those already in existence, 
providing that all county and urban 
councillors mpst. be ratepayers, and must have 
a qualifying) valuation of, say, £30 in the 
country and gt least £15 in the towns. Also 
a distinct and separate, register of voters 
entitled to vote for councillors should be pro- 
vided, on which no other name than that of a 
ratepayer should appear. The same principle 
which underlies the Proportional Representa- 
tion Act should actuate the legislators’

CORMORANTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—May I suggest that this question of 
the destruction of cormorants be put in its 
proper perspective? If the complaint against 
the birds is from fresh-water fishermen, of 
whom I am one, then there is a case for 
destruction ; bat only against birds that have 
acquired the fresh-water habit, 1 am con 
vinced that the birds we see daily fishing 
on our rivers and Jakes are not @ casual 
selection from the great. army of oliff-roosting 
shags and cormorajits, but Are definite 
renegades from sea water. ‘They are very 
powerful birds, with finely developed plumage 
and capable of very. long flights. They have 
special resting trees, where they can be shot 
readily if a little trouble is taken. Inland 1 
have not noticed thet other cormorants imme- 
diately take the place. of birds so destroyed. 
From the rod-man’s point of view, wholesale 
slaughter at the breeding stations would seem 
to be a drastic cure for the small percentage 
of cormorants that have gone “ fresh-water.” 
Such a killing would inevitably include 50% 
of shags,-which are not ineluded in 
particular crime sheet. eat 

On the other- hand, if the complaint is 
from the eStuaries and tide-ways, and 
generally from sea fishermen, of course, shag 
and cormorants are equally, with many other 
sea birds, including: gannets, guilty, and a 
case for destruction may arise, if it is fully 
realised that a risk must be run whenever 
the balance of nature is upset, Pests may be 
pests, but they surely have some useful pur- 
pose in the jigsaw puzzle of nature. 

Without holding any brief for: the birds as 
a fisherman,’ I suggest, as a bird-lover, that 
local destruction on fresh-waters will meet 
the case of rod-men, and that head money 
on cormorants should be carefully considered 
by boards of fisheries; for it is capable of 
very serious abuse.

DYNASTY TOMB.

Since the lst communiqué which was issued 
regarding the work of the Harvard-Boston 
Expedition ón the Fourth Dynasty Lomb, 
discovered néar the Great Pyramid in March 
last year, the members éí the Expedition 
have continupd working steadily on the. mass 
of inlays in ithe intact Royal tomb at Giza. 
A nenmber- of patterns have been recon- 
structed, consisting of pieces of blue and 
black faience, inlaid im gold frames, in. new 
and unexpected ‘designs. 

Early in Mareh the presencé was noted of 

solid .gold hieroglyphs, which had been set to 
the} ebohy adorning thé upright back of. a 
chair. As the work progressed, the hiero- 
glyphs were| found to lie in four identical 
lines, ergs an inscription giving the titles 
of a) queen who was a king’s mother, a king’s 
wife and a/king’s daughter, thus holding 
the highest position a woman could hold in 
the Pyramid |age. The ends of all four lines, 
however, were obscured lw decayed wood and 
displaced inlays. : 
_ Finally, on April 14, the ends of the two 
lines were read, and the name of the Queen 
who was buried in the alabaster sarcophagus 
was found tq be Hetepetheres, probably the 
mother of Cheops, one of the. Queens of 
Senefru, and the daughter of Huni, the 
immediate pitedecessor of Senefru. She was 
one of the ald royal family of the Third 
Dynasty, and) it was clearly on her hereditary 
right that the Kings of the Fourth Dynasty 
founded their claim io the throne.

LYNHAMy.BUTLER 
THE APPEAL TO THE 
PRIVY COUNCIL. 


CASE TOBE WITHDRAWN

From Over PotiTicaL CoRRESPONDENT. 


I am informed that the Lynham v. Butler 
appeal, which was the subject of recent 
legislation in the Free State Parliament 
while pending hearing by the British 
Privy Council, will be withdrawn to-day 
by the London agen’s of counsel for the 


appellant. 
MR. O’HIGGINS’S BILL. 


It will be remembered that towards the 
end of January the Minister of Justice intro- 
duced a Land Bill, designed, as he said then, 
to prevent such cases as Lynahm v. Butler 
going as an open issue to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council. | 

The Minister pointed out that in the 
negotiations which took place between repre- 
sentatives of the Provisional Government and 
His Majesty’s Ministers in 1922, assurances 
were given by the latter, including the Lord 
Chancellor of the day, that the practice and 
the usage in connection with appeals to the 
Judicial Committee in relation to the Free 
State would be the practice and the usage 
which obtained in relation to South Africs 
In view of those assurances, and of certain 
general principles laid down in 1925 by Lord 
Haldane, the Minister contended that the 
Lynham v. Butler case was not one fhat 
would have been allowed-to “ pass the poftals 
of the Judicial Committee of the FHrivy 
Council. 

PURPOSE OF THE MEASURE. 

The case in question, he further asserted, 
raised no great issue, and whatever im- 
portance it might possess was purely 
domestic; certainly it raised np great issue, 
such as had been mentioned as a condition 
precedent to the admission or hearing of 
appeals by the Judicial Committee. The 
purpose of the bill was to declare that the 
law was what the High Court and Supreme 
Court of the Free State had declared it to be, 
and Mr. O'Higgins submitted to the Dail 
that by passing the measure it would “leave 
the King in Council simply one course when 
he comes to consider Lynham-Butler, and 
that is of upholding the, decision of the High 
Court and Supreme Court of the Free State. 

APPELLANT'S EXPENSES. 

Qn. the final reading of the bill, Captain 
Redmond urged that if the House were going 
to take away from appellant in the case the 
right which he had every reason to believe 
was his, and which he endeavoured to 
exercise. it was only fair that he should be 
reimbursed the expense to which he 
had been put. Mr. O'Higgins, replying, 
on the same occasion, said that ‘the 
question of the equities that might 
arise ‘‘as the result of the special actions 
taken.” the Minister for Finance had already 
indicated that he would| be prepared to con- 
sider that, and the representations of Deputy 


Redmond and others would be borne in 
mind. i ) i 
I understand that in this connection 


negotiations have already been begun between 
the Ministry of Justice and the solicitors or 
counsel for the appellant, Lynham, the 
Minister having intimated that. he was pre- 
pared to give sympathetic consideration to 
the question, recognising for that purpose 
that the Government had taken perhaps an 
exceptional course of action. 
THE LEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the ordinary course of events the appeal 
would have come on for hearing by the Privy 
Council in June of this year. The parties to 
the appeal were Francis na and the Rev. 
Michael Butler. The plaintiff, in the first 
instance. brought proceedings in the High 
Court, claiming to recover from the defendant 
the possession of certain lands in County 
Dublin. 

The question for determination was one 
which arose under the provisions of the Land 
Act of 1923. The case was tried by Mr. 
Justice Sullivan, President of the High Court, 
who decided in favour of the defendant. On 
appeal by the plaintiff to the Supreme Court 
the latter Court affirmed the decision of Mr. 
Justice Sullivan. 

On 7th December, 1925, the plaintiff made 
an application to the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council in London for special leave 


‘to-appeal from the decision of the Supreme 


Court. Sach leave was granted, and the 
appeal was awaiting hearing when Mr. 


O'Higgins introduced the Land Bill to give 
legislative confirmation to the decision of the 
Supreme Court. 


SHOTS AND FIRE AT 
A MANSION, 


CHARGE AGAINST IRISH 
BUTLER. 


Strange doings in a country mansion near 


“Gloucester, where the firing of two shots was 


followed. by the discovery of a fire outbreax 
in the basement, were described at Gloucester 
Police Court last Saturday, when John 
Cronin, an Irishman, aged 24, the butler, was 
charged with setting fire to the mansion.

On the afternoon of that day she and 
Captain Clive left the house in the charge of 
the butler. When she; returned later for 
dinner Cronin spoke to her several times abovit 
his wife and baby, and asked if he could go 
and live with them after he had finished his 
duties in the evening. | 

Mrs. Clive told him that she would spea« 


that when he was engaged it was thought the 
he was a single man. : 
GUN SURRENDERED. 

Shortly after dinner she heard 


to her husband about it. but reminded ni

somneoile 


‘moving in the basement, and noticed a strong 


smell of paraffin. She called down to Cronin, 
wha said that he was not using paraffin on 
the Wire. A little later she went out into the 
grounds and heard two shots fired. Her 
maids called to her from her bedroom, and she 
went upstairs to their-room and locked herse!! 
in with them. 

Cronin then came. upstairs, and, after trying 
to get into the room, shouted to them to come 
out “ as there were two men in the house. — 
After a while she made him promise that he 
would give her the gun if. she went down- 
stairs, and when he had done so she ordered 
him to ring up the fire brigade. 

Meanwhile the maids went down to the 
basement, where they found a large crate on 
fire. They tried to put out the fire, which 
spread to the floor of the butler’s pantry. 
Cronin did not attempt to fight the fire, but 
helped to carry out some sil” and furniture 
to the lawn. : 

Mrs. Clive found a magazine of cartridges 
belonging to her husband on the steps of the 
basement. Captain Clive then returned with 
assistance, and the fire was pul out. 

LOGKED IN CUPBOARD. 

When charged, on his arrest, Cronin said: 
“I wish to say I had no hand in what hap- 
pened to-night. About 8.50 a fire broke out, 
and when found it out I gave the alarm and 
telephoned to the fire brigade, and did my 
best to save the furniture and silver and also 
to extinguish the flames. I am not guilty of 
the charge brought against me. ' 

Olive Tyler, a housemaid, said that the 
butler used to converse about the troubles in 
Ireland and also became very excited. He 
used to talk about shooting and things of 
that sort. 

Dr. Edger F. Ellis. Gloucester, said that 
he accompanied a police inspector to Hill 
House, and there saw Cronin, who was locked 
in a china cupboard. He found the man per- 
fectly rational. 

Cronin was committed for trial, bail being 
allowed in his own recognisance of £50.
